mass meeting at Tammany Hall late 
today by Mayor Hylan, a member of 
the concOition committee appointed 
by Secretary of Iiabor Wilson. Many 
members of the strike committee as- 
serted xthey would not attend.

OHIO LAND DESIGNATIONS 


If you are the owner of farm land 


in Ohio, unless it lies between the 
Ohio and Little Miami rivers, you 
will find it described in your deed at 
being a certain part of section num- 
bered so-and-so, 
township 
blank, 


range blank, survey so-and-so. 
To 


most people that mean* little; at 
least it would not enable them to 
find the land if they did not know 
wbere it was. 


But to a surveyor it describes a 


certain area and with that part of 
the deed in hand he will go directly 
to it, establish the mounments and 
run the lines. Prior 
to the 
adop- 


tion of the rectangular method of 
surveying lands in 1785, the indis- 
criminate location plan was in exclu- 
sive use by land surveyors, so that 
in all that part of the United States 
which was settled at earlier d%tes 
the old method was used.
